Suddenly 50 gendarmes dashed up, halted and 
turned to see Burrows and Rougier watching 
them. Eight of them closed in on Rougier. One 
smashed him in the face. Rougier fell and the 
raging policeman struck him again and then 
again. ‘Non, Non,’ protested the other policé 
and finally he stopped. Burrows was knocked 
down and kicked. His glasses fell off and he 
began to bleed from the forehead. Bob Morse 
and |, who had been yelling and waving credentials, were hauled 
off to a squad car. There we found Burrows and Rougier, groggy, 
bruised but whole. As he released us, one policeman tried to ex- 
plain, ‘We haven't slept for four nights. When something starts we 
cannot discriminate. We just can’t.’ They certainly could not.”

The history of modern France was made new 
last week. Threatened with anarchic holocaust, 
a nation which could have relapsed into the 
civil bloodshed of the past rallied to th 
"De Gaulle au pouvoir (De Gaulle to power). 
In 1940 “Le Grand Charles” was the symbol 
of Free France, in 1944 he was chief of liberat- 
ed France. Now, in 1958, the tall and mystic 
general from Colombey-les-deux-Fglises stood 
forth as the hope and the embodiment of his 
country. On Sunday, June 1, the Assembly vot- 
ed De Gaulle in as premier-extraordinar, 

De Gaulle’s take-over was preceded by a fate- 
ful series of events. The paratroopers in Al- 
geria threatened to invade France if the parli 
mentary regime hung on—and it blindly did. 
When a huge leftist demonstration in Paris 
(see cover) raised the specter of a Communis 
dominated Popular Front, French President 
René Coty intervened, defying all the prece- 
dents of the Fourth Republic. He told deputies 


that he would resign if they did not accept 
De Gaulle. Meanwhile Coty’s predecessor, So- 
cialist Vincent Auriol, asked De Gaulle if he 
would act legally. De Gaulle movingly replied 
that he would. Otherwise, he wrote, “th 
would be nothing left for me but to withdraw 
into my sorrow until my death.” His opposi- 
tion subsided. 

The rise to power of the De Gaulle move- 
ment was no coincidence. It was a carefully 
maneuvered operation, and part of it was the 
general's demand for conditions of his own. 
In the week’s conferences he demanded special 
powers to rule without crippling interference 
from the Assembly. He planned a referendum 
to fortify the French executive. De Gaulle had 
yet to cope with the Algerian crisis. The next 
act in the drama promised a move remi 
of President Eisenhower's 1952 postelection 
trip to Korea—a De Gaulle visit to the heart of 
the insurrection, explosive Algeria (pp. 32, 33).

GAULLIST DRAMA SURMOUNTING

HE Fourth Republic smelled cadaverous 

from the day it was born, and it has not 
even been able to die a beautiful death. About 
the events of May 1958, there will be as many 
ons as there are people involved.

who merely had to wait for the ripe fruit to 
drop into hi . It can be understood 
only when it is stated in the monumental and 
haughty style of General Charles de Gaulle, the 
est recorder own epic. 

Five years ago the general retired to his vik 
lage and devoted himself to writing his memoirs. 
‘wice in the past, as De Gaulle sees it, an un- 
grateful France had turned away from him to 
dulge in the frivolous games and squabbles 
's. As a result the general had decided 
et the parties carry on their experiment w 
til it collapsed. He would preserve his purity, 
the moral and national capital of his name, 
which history had placed in his trust, for the 
somber days when the nation would once again 
turn toward him. And so today, five years later, 
the party system has been forced to declare 
its own bankruptcy and France has been on the 
verge of falling to the status of a South Ame 
ican republi in General de 
Gaulle’s own we 
stinctively do when they are plunged into anx- 
iety or carried away by hope, shouted, ‘Vive 
de Gaulle!’ and the nation once again gath- 
ered around the man whom fate has entrusted 
h the role of assuming France's destinit 
in times of distress. 

In De Gaulle’s eyes, things are as simple 
as that, For the last 12 years he has said again 
and again that the kind of parliamentary re- 
public constituted in France could not cope 
with the problems of the world today. He was 
satisfied with this negative claim. When one 
analyzes all his declarations over these 12 
one finds no real definition of the politi- 
I system or the form of state which he him- 
self advocates. The only theme to be found in 
his writings and speech: that France will be 
great and strong when it has gathered unani- 
mously around him,

This seemingly naive affirmation is no mere 
rhetorical device. Quite naturally, General de 
Gaulle says “I” when he speaks about France 
and he says “General de Gaulle” when he is 
speaking about himself as a historical figure. In 
1940. having fled alone and unknown from a 
country that had been beaten and invaded, 
condemned as a deserter by his own military 
superiors, he proclaimed from his exile that 
the real France, the ideal and eternal France. 
was incarnated by him, by him alone. Never 
had France been so beautiful and pure as when 
it was thus reduced to its sole ideal. Two years 


later, in 1942, when victory was manifestly he- 
ginning to favor the Allies, the French gradu- 
ally rallied around this man, thanks to whom 
they were going to be on the victorious side. In 
1944 France hailed this general who bore a 
monarch’s name, Charles of Gaul, and who 
miraculously handed back to France all her 
prerogatives as a great power. 

But the regime of enthusiastic unanimity, 
the only one De Gaulle could conceive, | 
only as long as the victory celebrations 
longer. He loathed current affairs, compromis 
bargaining, the slow and sinuous functioning 
of parliamentary government, De Gaulle is nei- 
ther a politician nor a crowd-swaying dictator. 
He has a monarchic sense of the state as some- 
thing to be entrusted to a sacred person re- 
sponsible only to his conscience, This is a 
strange notion in France, which executed its 
last absolute king but which nonetheless has 
a kind of nostalgia for paternal authority. Gen- 
eral de Gaulle failed as head of the govern- 
ment in 1945 and as a political leader in 1947. 
And twice he did what no politician would 
He went off, slamming the door 
and saying in effect if you don’t work it out 
yourself— you'll come crying to my door when 
aster befalls you! And then, shrouded in 
ntemptuous silence, he waited for disaster 
to come. 


The Fourth Republic rejected his authority, 
but it has never been able to do without his 
myth. In his person alone France had refused 
to lay down its arms, had continued the strug- 
ule against the enemy—and had finally won the 
war, For four history-loaded years the French 
had substituted the name of De Gaulle for 
that of France, One may ask whether that 
myth has not done more harm than good to 
France, whether it was not from that point on 
that France began to live in deceit and illu. 
sion, But thanks to this myth the French were 
gain to engage in their familiar little 
quarrels, in the grandiloquent phraseology of 
a past forever gone, and in a parliamentary 
routine taken over from the Third Republic— 
precisely as if this Third Republic had not col- 
lapsed on account of its impotence and demor- 
alization, as if there never had been a 1940, 
Now that the present regime has abdicated, 
it is easy to say that this was bound to hap- 
pen, that France could not go on being gc 
erned in such confusion, not by a government 
but by 600 boisterous deputies. But scores and 
scores of years have passed since the day when 
it was first noted that “things can’t go on this 
* and yet things kept going on that way. 
Despite its chaotic appearance, the regime was 
fectly adapted to France's internal affairs. 
ils short-lived, disunited governments, 
amidst continual bargaining and apparent di 
order, France was able to overcome the war's 
sequels. It was able to beat down the threats of 
Communist subversion and of a “neo-Gaulli 
coup, to reconstruct its economy and its soci 
conditions, and even to regain, in 1953-195 
a real prosperity. This republic, well adminis- 
tered but not governed, where everyone had 
organized to prevent anyone else from impos- 
ing his will, was a regime which all Frenchmen 
cursed but which they preferred to any other.

France her colonial empire, and this, more 
than any domestic trouble, led to the down- 
fall of the Fourth Republic. Before the war 
the empire had been a mere appendage to 
France, to be mentioned only on national hol- 
idays. With trivial exceptions it had been goy- 
erned and administered by simple decrees 
from the Ministry of Colonies without par- 
liament’s having to bother about it. But after 
the war parliament, between discu 
agricultural aid and pensions for war widows, 
began to pass laws for the entire French em- 
pire, about which most of the deputies knew 
nothing. They decreed in a vacuum that th 
French empire was “a union freely consented 
to” and that all its inhabitants were Fren 
citizens. Actually these overseas peoples wer 
not asking for (and not getting) citizenship 
and the ridiculous honor of administering 
France's domestic affairs. World War II had 
opened the dikes of nationalism for the peo- 
ples of Asia and Africa. What-the French col- 
onies wanted was the right to administer thei 
own affairs and to be citizens of their own 
countries. 

At any rate, whether the French intended 
to transform this empire into a modern com- 
monwealth or intended to give it up altogeth- 
er, certain fundamental decisions had to bi 
taken and carried out. And that was one thing 
the French parliamentary system was incapa- 
ble of. In this system well-organized lobbies 
have always been enough to paralyze the in-

tentions of the government in Paris and there- 
by to give complete freedom of action to “the 
men on the spot.”

losing wars—in Indochina, in ‘Tunisia and 
Morocco, From Tunisia and Morocco the con- 
tagion finally spread to Algeria. 


For 12 years French soldiers have been waging 
these wars with the haunting conviction that, 
as long as this regime » their sac 
will remain in vain, because no responsible 
government is there to tell them what they 


are fighting for and to harvest the fruit of their 
toils, In Algeria France was living a perpetual 


lie, If Algeria really was a French province. 
as parliament had said, then this was a civil 
war and France could not continue to live as 
if nothing were happening. Between an Alge- 
ria at war and a France dozing in false peace 
the conflict finally came to a head. With the 
threat of the military Putsch, Algeria has now 
imposed on France not merely a change of 
government but a change in the whole philoso- 
phy of government. 

The Putsch did not result from a single plan 
but from the convergence of several move- 
ments and groupings. It was the para-military 
“patriotic” groups that set off the movement 
but it was the army which then took it in hand 
and gave it its own direction. The French army 
in Algeria wants to believe in its mission: that 
it is really protecting an integral part of France 
against rebels and traitors. But under the legal 
and constitutional formula of an Algeria 100% 
integrated with France all inhabitants of / 
geria, both European and Moslem, should be 
regarded as equally French, The Frenchmen 
of Algeria would then be placed in the mi- 
nority by Algerian votes. This they will not 


accept. Nor, when an integrated Algeria sends 
representatives to Paris, will France accept be- 
ing governed by a new parliament one-sixth of 
whose deputies are Algerian Moslems. Inte- 
gration of Algeria into France can therefore 
be imagined only in a regime where votes are 
not important because the parliament does not 
really rule—in other words an authoritarian 
ne. French democracy is now dying of the 
Algerian cancer because in recent years it was 
able neither to impose its authority in Algeria 
while there was still time nor to separate the 
government of Algeria from that of France. 

Amidst confusion, duplicity and intri 
the break is now complete. The two weeks 
spent in pitiful maneuvers to try to camouflage 
this break served only towaste time. Between a 
government which had fallen into contempt 
and an army which was lapsing into sedition, 
only one possible arbitrator remained: Gen- 
eral de Gaulle. The republic had to appeal to 
the “man of the miracle” who, in the past, 
was able to stand alone for France's gran- 
deur. France, which is reputed to be ration- 
alist, is one of the last countries to believe 
in miracles, 


Many things will be possible for a government 
which will no longer have to beg daily for the 
marginal Assembly votes on which parliamen- 
tary majorities often depend. A regime under 
De Gaulle may even be as liberal as the re- 
public was petty 

Many things will be possible for the only 
man whom the professional wielders of pat 
otic blackmail will not dare to accuse of trea 
son, He might even grant a fatherland to the 
Algerians. He may restore to the French gov- 
ernment, both in France and abroad, that min- 
imum measure of respect without which noth- 
ing is possible, That in itself will be a miracl 

This time, however, De Gaulle will not b 
alone. His return to power has been clamored 
for in turn by the diehards who want to plunge 
nce entirely into the Algerian war, by rebel 
groups who see in him the only man capable 
nting self-government to Algeria, by the 
perals who expect him to create a free Franco- 
African federation, by the inveterate imperial- 
ists who refuse to yield an inch, by Tunis 
nationalists and by the authors of the Algiers 
Putsch. 

This multiplicity of contradictory desires 
may well prove a heavy burden. De Gaulle will 
not be alone: he will have a hard time keeping 
at a distance the horde of noisy “Gaullis 
some of whom have risen from the lower depths 
of political gangsterism. De Gaulle is speak- 
ing the truth when he proclaims that the Al- 
giers Putsch took place without his knowledge 
and complicity. But it is the Algiers Putsch 
which forced France to turn toward De Gaulle, 
and those who used his name as a flag are now 
loudly triumphant. 

The trend which they have started will be 
difficult to reverse: it is, once again, the im- 
perial grandeur whose weight crushed France. 
It is not France but her empire that is lifting 
De Gaulle to power. And, in truth, it is owing 
to the burden of this empire that the fate of 
Charles de Gaulle and the fate of France have 
remained indissolubly and perhaps tragically 
bound together. Grandeur, too, is a cup that 
must be drained to the dre

DE GAULLE: THE RISKS, THE REWARDS 


FRENCHMEN CAN USE HIS LEADERSHIP AND AMERICANS SHOULD NOT PREJUDGE IT 


The return of General de Gaulle to Paris in all probability 
marks the last wheeze of the Fourth Republic, although the 
title may remain, Few will mourn its going. Through its dec- 
ade of missed opportunities, this trade union of parliamentary 
cliff hangers did exactly what the British historian D. W. Bro- 
gan accused the Third Republic of doing—erecting “evasion 
of responsibility into a system of government.” We may shed 
many a tear for the Fourth Republic’s noble republican hopes, 
but the hopes were never translated into fact. 

Now comes the new administration. U.S. foreign policy 
will be sharply affected by De Gaulle’s success or failure in 
his North African policy, in his handling of France's NATO 
commitments, in his announced job of altering France's polit- 
ical structure, Washington has not yet had the benefit of any 
detailed policy statement from him. nor has anyone else. 
But we know he has strong views on all three points. A De 
Gaulle government i: hound to precipitate some readjust- 
ments in the relationships between the Fre 
Such readjustments involve many risks, even to the | 
breakup of the NATO alliance. Yet great good may come 
from them, 

‘The first elementary step for Ame

‘one down in our political memory book as a professional 
itransigent,” a “fanatic,” a “stiff-necked authoritarian.” In 
his favor the book says only that he is brave, anti-Communist 
and patriotic. 

This stiff-necked image overlooks the fact that De Gaulle 
can also he an imaginative, re and inspiring lea 
with a real, if misunderstood, appreciation for the ¢ 
process, Many Americans h ted, with something like 
amazement, that he has not proceeded to take dictatorial 
power by force. 

He is also known as “anti-American.” As the Seripps- 
Howard newspapers explained last week in what was proba- 
bly the most ignorant editorial of the year: “He drips con- 
tempt for America and hatred for Britain. . . . During the 
war he refused to cooperate with President Roosevelt.” The 
fact is that both Roosevelt and Churchill gave De Gaulle quite 
a hard time during World War II and he respe in kind. 
He has openly voiced his dislike for what he calls the “servili- 
ty of the [French] regime” towards the U.S. But criticism 
of the U.S., however sharp and tactless, does not make some- 
‘one automatically a U.S, enemy (particularly when this coun- 
try has regularly burned so much incense before really hostile 
crities like Nehru and Tito). That so many Fourth Republic 
premiers were vocally “pro-American” was deceptive. They 
often told us just what we wanted to hear.

We can only hope that this notion of De Gaulle as “stiff 
necked” and “anti-Americé is not embedded in the State 
Department’s woodwork. President Eisenhower is correct in 
awaiting with an open mind the Gaullist government's policy. 
A lot of things have happened since 1953 when De Gaulle 
walked off France’s political stage. It is wrong and foolish to 
conclude that he has lived in suspended animation ever since, 
as unforgetting and unlearning as a 19th Century Bourbon. 

At its best, given safeguards for the democratic process, a 
De Gaulle government can accomplish much. The general’s 
views on North Africa are far from “stiff-necked.”” De Gaulle 
is remembered by the Arabs as a strong leader who gave them 
their first steps toward self-government. His army supporters 
in Algiers have surprised their erities by advocating “integra- 
tion” of the Moslem population. An intelligent “integration” 


policy could end this mutually wearing war, if the Algerians 
were offered federated independence as well. 

‘The governments of Morocco and Tunisia would use their 
considerable influence on the Algerians to realize the political 
federation called Maghreb—the Arab North African countries 
—with France as a partner (Lire, Feb, 24). De Gaulle is the 
one man who has the individual prestige with Arabs, army 
and French colonists to bring off a Maghreb federation. 

\ North African solution would be a godsend to Europe 
militarily, politically and economically (let’s not forget the 
newly discovered oil in the Sahara). The next fat question: 
once the soldiers get back to France, would De Gaulle restore 
France's sirunikes: balances in NATO? The 12. promised 
French NATO divisions are now only two. 


De Gaulle has attacked NATO as hopelessly subject to U.S. 
policy—a subjection which the withdrawal of French troops 
has made inevitable, But it is worth remembering that thi 
France-firster has a grasp of the military realities behind 
NATO and has his own vision of a united Europe. As early as 
1950 he endorsed Adenauer’s proposal for an actual Franeo- 
rman union. In De Gaulle’s mind such a union could reach 
overseas. “There is no reason why these two nations should 
not unite,” he said. “. . . One would almost be dazzled at 
the prospect of what German qualities and French qualities, 
extended to Africa, might jointly y a 

It is often objected that De G: ed unilaterally 
with the Russians (in 1944, when Americans fondly used to 
call Stalin “Uncle Joe”). But there is no reason to suppe 
that he plans to denounce NATO and start freewheeling with 
Khrushchev the moment he unpacks in Pari 

We can expect that De Gaulle will make some objections 
about the way NATO is now conducted. The greatest mistake 
the US. could make is to reject his complaints out of hand 
and insist on NATO in its present form, NATO was founded 
in 1949 on premises, including U.S. A-bomb supremacy, 
since modified or outdated. Its plans and expectations for a 
troop buildup have been unfulfilled to the point where the 
plans are now unrealistic. If we expect De Gaulle to face the 
fact of the Russian threat, he can legitimately expect us to 
do some real “reappraising” about exactly how we meet it, 

‘The NATO and th African situations the 
problems in the American-French relationship. But th 
lution hinges on De Gaulle’s success with his No. 1 objective, 
the reformation of France's rachitie machinery of ge 
ment, so that laws can be kept and plans fulfilled. The failu 
of French policy, the procrastination of Europe's unity have 
all come from this central weakness. 

Fran a rich country whose technologists and scientists 
have not been asleep. Industrial production, for example, is 
210% of the prewar figure, France has men of talent. Most 
devices for European unity, like Euratom and the coal and 
munity, are of French inspiration.

Selection of the two who would be en- 
shrined began months ago in military cemeteries around the world where 
these unknown, and thousands of their known comrades, are buried 
From each of the 12 cemeteries in Europe and one in North Afri 
one man was chosen.

Practical Recession Advice 


A FINANCIAL PUNDIT TELLS 
HOW TO BORROW, INVEST 


by W. M. KIPLINGER 


Last week Columnist Sylvia Porter and G.E. Board Chairman Ralph 
Cordiner described what U.S. citizens can do about the current recession. 
This week they are joined by two other experts. The first, W. M. Kiplinger, 
a financial and political pundit of long standing, has written astute anal- 
ses for businessmen in his famous weekly Washington Letter since 1923. 


HE question is asked: what can you do about the recession, by your- 

self, in your own interest? This is not just a selfish question. Indi- 
vidual action in individual interest in a complicated society like ours can 
result in what is called mass interest. So much for your conscience. 

Look at the recession from various angles. 

The bad angles: Lots of people are out of work, low on cash and 
scared. Lots of businesses are running on slim margins of profit. 

‘The good angles: Most people do have jobs and something like nor- 
mal income. They are 12 times as numerous as the have-nots. Many 
businesses are doing well, even in the midst of recession. 

Add prospects for the future: The prospects are that the recession is for 
this year only and that by next year we shall be pulling up and out. I 
will go further: I think that there is a touch of the neurotic in the pessi- 
mists who fear a deep depression. They apply their wits to the bad factors 
too much without looking at the good. 

The chances are 11 out of 12 that you belong to the overwhelming ma- 
jority of people who have jobs, income, a reasonably normal family econ- 
omy. If $0, this is for you. Probably you also have the usual family prob- 
lems and questions: Should you economize more, save more for the rainy 
day or go ahead and spend? Buy a car? Buy a house? Buy some more 
furniture? Or home equipment? Buy some stocks, maybe? Plan tightly 
for six months hence, or plan a little more relaxedly for six years hence? 

I think I know some of the answers, but I hate to offer them without 
first giving you these general observations: 

1) Prices of everything are about as low now as they will ever be. 
Prices of nearly everything will be higher in the years to come. 2) If 
you are in your middie or younger years, your income in the future will 
be higher than it is now. 3) The greatest boom in the history of this

GERMAN ECONOMICS CHIEF 
SAYS KEEP UP PRODUCTION

Ludwig Erhard, the West German Republic's v 
of the economy, is a brilliant former economics professor who more than 
any other single man is responsible for his country’s phenomenal business 
comeback. On his recent U.S. tour he voiced some cogent opinions about 
America’s financial downturn, Here he outlines his views for Americans. 


T is rather a bold enterprise for a member of another country’s gov- 

ernment to express his opinion on American internal affairs, even if 
he has been asked for it. Only the secure knowledge that a strong mutual 
feeling of confidence will save me from being misunderstood, and that 
1am very close to the United States’s own philosophy in my view of eco- 
nomic and social matters, gives me the courage I need for this statement. 

When I recently visited the United States I had an opportunity to 
look at the situation on the spot. What I saw and heard made me feel 
that the widespread pessimism which prevailed was not justified by the 
facts. Even taking into account the slump in the automobile industry, 
which has had adverse effects on the steel industry, I still find that all this 
is not enough to keep a recession going or to bring about an accelera- 
tion in the downward movement—not when consumer purchasing pow- 
er is still high and credit is readily available at low rates. 

The general atmosphere in this so-called recession can therefore be 
explained only in psychological terms. It seems to me that the recession 
has its roots not in economics but in some sort of psychological short 
circuit. The Sputnik shock, the world uncertainty and of course the reces- 
sion itself have impaired the radiant optimism of the American people. 

But I cannot visualize the American nation forever in the throes of 
this uneasiness. There is no nation in the world whose past achievements 
give it a greater right to have confidence in its own strength. 

I would not presume to say what action the government should take 
so as to raise the level of production and employment again. What is 
important is this: the American public must feel that the men on top who 
are responsible for the future of the economy are working with a purpose. 

It would, however, be a grave fallacy to believe that the average 
citizen—manufacturer, trader, worker or consumer—cannot by his own 
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country lies only four or five years ahead. It will run for 20 or 30 years 
with various ups and downs within it. 

The flaw in this boom that lies ahead is that it will be accompanied 
by higher costs of living. How much more will average prices be by the 
time you are 25 years older? Probably 50%. 

Will your income keep pace? Can you afford those higher prices in 
the future? The answer is yes. Your income will more than keep pace. 
Your real income will go up, real income being a term the economists 
use to apply to the purchasing power of your earnings. 

Now back to this year and what you can do for yourself in this re- 
cession. Here are some of the most common questions that come into 
my office, and my answers to them: 

Is this a good time to buy a house? Yes. A house is an investment, 
and for many families it is the only hedge against inflation that they 
can afford. Right now there is a buyer's market in housing, particularly 
in older homes. House prices are lower. Add to this the fact that you 
may be able to get a mortgage at a lower interest rate. (Remember, saving 
14% on a 20-year mortgage of $10,000 saves you more than $600 in the 
0 years.) 

What about borrowing money now? Depends on what you are bor- 
rowing for. If you want to buy something like a car, a home, major 
appliances or land, or to go into a sound business of your own, the 
answer is go ahead, borrow now, if your job seems secure. Money is 
cheaper. Terms are more liberal. But do not neglect to shop around 
when you are looking for money. The price varies from bank to bank, 
from one lending place to another. 

What about life insurance? Many people are tempted during a reces- 
sion to shy away from setting aside money for such things as life in- 
surance. But life insurance is important for young families, and it is a 
bargain when you are young, for as you get older the rates go up. 

But remember that the money you spend on life insurance does not 
grow with inflation as some other investments will grow. It pays off a 
fixed number of dollars, even though those dollars may be worth far 
less when it comes time for the policy to pay out. 

‘What about inyesting in stocks now? Common stocks should be con- 
sidered by the average family because they grow with the boom and 
with inflation. But they should not be bought until afrer there is some 
surplus cash in the bank for emergencies, Two good rules for the average 
family are these: 

1) Do not put all your money in one stock. Spread out. Buy some 
stock in several companies, or buy shares in investment trusts. They give 
you ownership of a large number of stocks, and you can choose whether 
to invest in a conservative fund or one that is more speculative. 

2) Spread your investment over a period of time. Buy at regular inter 
yals—every month or three months. That way you average out your in- 
vestment over the highs and lows and gradually build up your holdings 
without trying to second-guess the mar- 
ket. This removes the temptation to play 
the market which is fatal to most small 
investors. It is better to concentrate on 
what to buy rather than when to buy it. 

You may think you have no money. 
But you may have a little saved up and 
available for investment. Investment is 
like seed corn: a little makes a lot next 
year and much more a few years later. 

Why talk this way now, in the midst 
of a recession? Because now is precisely 
the time to talk about it. The economy 
has lost a bit of momentum temporarily, 
but you as an individual should nor lose 
momentum, not even ina recession year. 

A word about your job: It is the great- 
est economic asset you have. It is worth 
more than any other investment. It 
grows in value. It pays good dividends, 
and pays more as time goes on. Any- 
thing you can invest in your career is 
well invested. 

To the young of today | say, get a 
move on. You are as able as the genera- 
tion that went ahead of you—perhaps in 
some ways a bit abler. Your economic 
future will be better than the past. This 
will be due partly to your own efforts 
and partly to the natural growth of our 
economic machinery. History is on your 
side. In standards of living the trend 
has been upward, and it will continue 
that way as far as it is possible to see. 
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action help or harm the situation. Whether the businessman has the 
courage to venture his capital or whether he is pessimistic, whether the 
worker appreciates that there is a limit to his claims or whether he cares 
only for his own group’s interest, whether the consumer has confidence 
in tomorrow or whether he is worried and rearranges his life accordingly 
—all these together decide the level of production and employment. 


Overcoming the dislocations 


HERE is no absolute prescription which would be right in all eco- 

nomic situations. I think, however, that certain actions would help 
the present situation and overcome the dislocations that have appeared: 

1) Businessmen, in particular manufacturers, hurt their own interest if 
they reduce production and cut down investment in order to adjust their 
business to what they wrongly think is an inevitable downward trend of 
the business cycle. Economic and technological progress and variations 
in human needs may lead to changes in the pattern of the economy, but 
they will never lead to a general decline. Instead of merely increasing the 
number of plants, i.e., in a horizontal expansion, it would seem wiser to 
me to bring about a vertical adjustment to the new pattern of demand. 
This means increasing efficiency and productivity all along the line, Man- 
ufacturers should remember they produce not only goods but also in- 
come. They will accentuate the crisis if they cut down on production. 

It is also necessary in a free economy to keep prices flexible so that they 
will respond to market fluctuations. The one alarming symptom I have 
observed in the American economy is the decline in production coincid- 
ing with a rise in prices. Any real entrepreneurial activity implies the 
risk of loss as well as the chance of profit. It is therefore against the spirit 
of free enterprise to raise prices in an attempt to maintain profits at a 
certain standard, regardless of production and sales. The present situa- 
tion offers businessmen an excellent chance to get prepared for the com- 
petition of tomorrow, and they should make full use of it. 

2) Another important influence on the state of the economy is the 
inventory policy of manufacturers and merchants. It may at times ap- 
pear wise to cut inventories to a level just high enough to keep going for 
another day or two. But we must understand that this very policy is one 
of the reasons for the decline in the prices of industrial raw materials 
and in the purchasing power of the countries producing raw materials, a 
decline which has affected business all over the world. This policy of 
low inventories cannot be maintained in the long run in any case, and L 
think the maintenance of normal inventories would go far toward stabi- 
lizing the economy. If I were an American entrepreneur, | would go ahead 
and buy now. Prices are sure to rise rapidly once all present inventories 
of raw materials are exhausted and everybody starts buying. 

3) And what should consumers do? Thrift is a virtue, but it is not 
always the right thing for the economy. A general decline in demand is 
bound to lead to a decline in production 
and employment and will finally reduce 
mass income. In short, those who hesi- 
tate to spend today because they are 
afraid of the future will be jeopardizing 
their income of tomorrow. 

Once a nation is in the grip of doubt 
about its future, it has already taken the 
first step on the road to disaster. Pessi- 
mism leads inevitably to a decline. The 
measures then necessary will be success- 
ful only at the price of inflation and a 
further decline in the value of money. 

A good economic policy which tries to 
maintain a high level of production with 
a stable currency is comparable to a 
tightrope walk in which the performer is 
in constant danger of falling off either 
in the direction of an economic decline 
or a decline in the value of money. Be- 
cause the U.S. dollar has become the 
standard for measuring the value of all 
currencies, the U.S. has a special respon- 
sibility to be a skillful tightrope walker. 

The free nations trust that America is 
up to the challenge. But this challenge 
concerns all American citizens, not only 
the government. The strength of the 
American people and their confidence in 
themselves must not be lost if fortune is 
to smile on us all. Let, therefore, every 
American citizen act as if his attitude 
were decisive for the fate of the whole.

COSTLY WHITEWASH 


THE MISSING GALINDEZ POSED FOR ONE OF HIS LAST PICTURES

After 10 months Lawyer Ernst criticizes Lire on Galindez but the big question remains unanswered 


HIS is a story that will never really end—in spite of a pretentious 
document released to the press this week. The paper was prepared at 
vast expense (well over $100,000), and over many months, with its main 
purpose to refute a story that appeared, more than a year ago, in Lire, 
The stor of the officially unsolved disappearance of a 

ened, bitter man, Jestis Marfa de Galindez, and the presumed de 
young American flyer named Gerald Lester Murphy in shark-filled Carib- 
bean waters in the year 1956. The document that now brings it back into 
the news again is a sort of rambling white paper, 95 pages long with 176 
pages of exhibits. It was prepared under the aegis of Lawyer Morris Ernst. 
A well-known liberal, Ernst was hired last July by Dominican Dictator 
Rafael Trujillo (through New York pul ydney Baron) to investi- 
gate press charges that the Dominican government had something to do 
with Galindez’ disappearance. His paper, entitled “Report and Opinion 
in the Matter of Galfndez,” is not an official document—the Galindez- 
Murphy case is still under grand jury investigation. It is the record of a 
10-month-long examination by Ernst and his staff of the evidence on 
which th ‘d, and it turned out to be an obvious at- 
tempt to get Trujillo off the hook. 

Galind Jer of the Basque government in exile, a teacher at 
Zolumbia University and a bitter foe of Trujillo, disappeared mysteri- 
ously after one of his classes on the night of March 12, 1956, Knowing 
his fear of Trujillo’s agents in New York, his friends cried foul play. The 
police investigated but found no answer. Stories began to circulate. It 
was widely suggested for a while that his body had been stuffed into the 
flaming boilers of a Dominican ship then tied up in New York harbor. 

The first bi se came almost a year later when Lire, after 
a thorough investigation of its own, published the Galindez story. As 
Lire reconstructed the story in its issue of Feb. 57, Galindez was 
kidnaped shortly after leaving a class at 9:30 p.m., probably at the en- 
trance to a New York subway station. He was put into an ambulance 
and driven to Amityville, Long Island. There he was placed in a twin- 
engined Beechcraft airplane N68100, fitted with extra gas tanks. From 
Amityville he was flown to Miami’s Tamiami Airport. The plane ar- 
rived too early to gas and flew to Lantana Airport near West Palm Beach, 
gassed up ($95 plus a $15 tip) and flew to the Dominican Republic. 

Lire’s story tad another side to it. The pilot of the plane was Gerald 
Lester Murphy, a young man with bad eyesight who would do almost 
anything to fly. Murphy had done all he could to get an airlines job, but 
had wound up flying for Tom Guthrie’s air taxi service at Miami 
Miami he met Arturo Espaillat, the Dominican Republic's New York 
consul general (who was to emerge as a shadowy figure in the case) 

Murphy told Guthrie he had a better job. He went to Linden, N.J. and 
rented a twin-engine Beechcraft for a month—for $800 cash. In the mid- 
dle of March, Murphy was back at Guthrie’s with his Beech and a lot of 


money. He bought a convertible—and he talked. He said he had flown 
a wealthy invalid to Tampa and that a charter flight passenger had fixed 
him up with a flying job in the Dominican Republic’s national airline. 
He went to Ciudad Trujillo and flew for several months, writing home 
about all the money he was making. He wrote he was coming home. Then 
in December he put an ad in a Dominican paper offering his household 
goods for sale. Next day his car was found, deserted, near a cliff by a bay. 
A Dominican. pilot who had flown with him, Octavio de la Maza, was 
charged with Murphy's murder, denied everything to the police, then ad- 
mitted the murder in a suicide note and hanged himself in his cell. That 
as far asthe public knows—of Galinde too.

The basic point: timing 


HE basic point in the Ernst report's conclusion hinges on timing. His 
‘im: the N68100’s gas capacity, cruising speed and the time a 
made it improbable for She plane to have made the trip to the Dominic: 
Republic within the established timetable. To fit both Ernst’s and Lire’s 
timetable, Murphy could only have made his Dominican flight on March 
13. Lire said that Murphy went first to Tamiami, then Lantana, then 
left the United States. Ernst says that the airport records were in error, 
and that Murphy went first to Lantana, took off about 8 a.m. and land- 
ed at Tamiami at 3 that afternoon. Thus, if he flew to Montecristi field in 
the Dominican Republic (as later reports indicate), Murphy would have 
had about seven hours for a round trip that takes seven hours flying, 
allowing no time at all for landing, unloading or refueling. 

‘Thus, Ernst’s 3 o'clock landing time became a critical factor. If Murphy 
had landed at 5 instead of 3, says Ernst, “it would have been possible, 
but extremely improbable, for him to have made the trip.” But last Sat- 
urday night, Ernst’s own source, Sidney Stein, co-owner of Blue Star 
Aviation Corporation at Tamiami Airport, told Lire: “I realize that I 
made an error, that Murphy had come in at 4:30 or 5:00 p.m.” Hence, 
even if Murphy did not take off until 8—even if, as Ernst says, he 
went to Lantana first—the flight would still have been “possible.”

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Force’s Lessons 
for Others 


by DR. HENRY P. VAN DUSEN 


President of the best-known U.S. theological school, New York's 
Union Seminary, Dr. Van Dusen is also a noted Presbyterian and 
interchurch leader.

'RADITIONAL Christians too often dismiss the churches of the 
third force disdainfully as the “fringe sects.” But they are one of 
the most important facts in the Christian history of our times. Catho- 
lies and Protestants can all learn much of Christian value from them. 
The phrase “fringe sects” is certainly misleading. The word “sect” 
was coined historically to designate and dispar- 
age those countless small, radical and originally 
despised expressions of the Reformation im- 
pulse—the Baptist, Congregationalist, Quaker, 
Mennonite, Methodist, Disciples and many oth- 
s. These sprang up alongside the largest Ref- 
ormation churches (the Lutherans, Presbyteri- 
ans, Anglicans) and are now great churches 
themselves. The present third force groups, like 
those earlier sects, are rebelling from real or 
alleged faults in older churches. 

As for “fi fringe of what? Per- 
nal churches, but not necessarily on the 
istendom. Many features of this “new Christianity” bear 
striking resemblance the life of the earliest Christian churches as 
revealed in the New Testament. Peter and Barnabas and Paul mi; 
find themselves more at home in a Holiness service or at a Pentecostal 
revival than in the formalized and sophisticated worship of other 
church atholic or Protestant. 

In the U.S. the third force groups are mainly offshoots of Protes- 
tantism. The oldest of them, the Churches of Christ, trace their or’ 
to the preachings of Thomas and Alexander Campbell, fervent Pres- 
byterians of Pennsylvania who developed a following known simply 
ns about 1830, In the 1840s many Americans became ab- 
sorbed in the doctrine of Christ’s second coming and the Seventh-day 
Adventists grew out of various Protestant churches. 

But abroad the third force also has Roman Catholi 
has over two million Spiritists, one of the most amazin, 
growing religious prodigies on the earth toda’ 
amalgam that mixes Catholic belief and practice with elements of voo- 
dooism, primitive animism and extreme emotion. Its followers are 
nearly all ex-Catholics and show parallels with some Pro sects. 

There are several sources of strength which have made the third 
force the most extraordinary religious phenomenon of our time. Its 
groups preach a direct biblical message readily understood. They com- 
monly promise an immediate, life-transforming experience of the 
living-God-in-Christ which is far more significant to many individuals 
than the version of it normally found in conventional churches. They 
directly approach people—in their homes, on the streets, anywhere 
—and do not wait for them to come to church. They have great spirit- 
ual ardor, which is sometimes but by no means always excessively 
emotional. They shepherd their converts in an intimate, sustaining 
group-fellowship: a feature of every vital Christian renewal since the 
Holy Spirit descended on the Disciples at the first Pentecost. They 
place strong emphasis upon the Holy Spirit—so neglected by many 
traditional Christians—as the immediate, potent presence of God 
both in each human soul and in the Christian fellowship. Above all, 
they expect their followers to practice an active, untiring, seven-day- 
a-week Christianity. 

There are shortcomings in the movement. Its intellectual outlook 
is quite limited. For the most part, it is blithely indifferent to scien- 
tifie and historical advances, including the proven results of modern 
inquiry into the writing of the Bible and the development of the 
church, Its Christian message tends to be so simple as to be incom- 
plete. [ts spirit is all too often narrow, bigoted and intolerant. 

But the groups in this movement are spreading with remarkable 
rapidity. Their churches are to be found literally in every corner of 
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the world—in ones and twos in nearly every rural American commu- 
nity, in dozens and scores on the back streets of any American city, 
by the thousands and tens of thousands across Asia and Africa and 
Latin America, On a flight around the world, I once stopped in 20 
countries and in each met with the leaders of traditional Protestant- 
ism. In every country they raised the same question. Typical was 
the Anglican bishop of Singapore, a broadminded miss who 
asked me, “What are we to do about the sects? This is the problem 
which is troubling us all the most.” In turn I asked, “Do you m 
because they are reaching people you have not reached, or because 
they are drawing off your own adherents?” “Both,” he replied. 

In rural and urban America alike, the same question has often been 
put to me. At a conference in western New York, minister after mir 
ister from the countryside asked it, And some years ago not a single 
old-line Protestant church existed in a run-down area of Manhattar 
while some 50 third force congregations were active there. This has 
spurred constructive work there by traditional Protestants. 

The movement is even more active and numerous overseas than 
at home for the good reason that, without exception, i 
militantly missionary. The Seventh-day Adventists, fe 
generously to foreign missions, as well as having th 
capita contribution of any Christian body—$212 a year 
member. In Latin America, where Roman Catholicism is the domin 
faith in nominal allegi far bigger and more ef 
tive than traditional Protestants. In Chile, the latter have only 35,000 
members while the third force claims 335,000. Only five out of the 37 
Protestant missionary groups in Peru and Chile are from oldeline 
churches. The new groups’ spread in Africa is also spectacular. 

Nor is their work limited to a preaching evangelism. Many of them, 
like the traditional Protestant missions, have extensive programs of 
education at all levels. And the Adventists carry forward superb medi 
cal work wherever they go. When I fell ill in Pakistan, a Methodist 
missionary took me at once to the Adventist hospi 
sibility for first-rate medical treatment.” In Jamaica last year, as I was 
hunting out the only two graduates of Union Seminary on that island 

themselves members of the Church of God, Anderson, Ind.—I 
passed a magnificent new hospital. “What a splendid government 
stitution,” said. "No, it’s Adventist,” I was told, I asked, “Do you 
see much of them?” The reply came: “Only in case of illness, We all 
go to them for treatment,” 

What are the movement's prospects? No one can foretell whether 
this third force will persist into the long future as a separate and 
mighty branch of Christianity, or whether it will ultimately be reab- 
sorbed into classic Protestantism as many spokesmen of the latter 
prophesy (Is their wish father to their thought?). 

Until lately, other Protestants regarded the movement as a tempo: 
rary and passing phenomenon, not worth much attention, Now there 
is a growing, serious recognition of its true dimensions and probable 
permanence. The tendency to dismiss its Christian message as inade- 
quate is being replaced by a chastened readiness to investigate th 
crets of its mighty sweep, especially to learn if it may not have im- 
portant, neglected elements in a full and true Christian witness.

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THE MACMILLANS 
OF SUSSEX AND INDIAN 


Spirited, forceful U.S. mother shaped character of Britain’s leader 


by ROBERT COUGHLAN 


USSEX is picture-postcard England: all gentle groves and meadows, 

villages of half-timbered houses with roofs of mossy tile, and here 
and there, glimpsed through the old trees of a surrounding park, some 
stately manor or a castle with an ancient past. Birch Grove House, the 
country home of Prime Minister Harold Macmillan, lies in Sussex near the 
village of Chelwood Gate 38 miles from London. Mostly Georgian in 
style, with brick walls and ample windows and stone cornices, it is roomy 
and solid, From its polished hardware to the gardens and lawns that carry 
the eye down vistas lined with birch and oak and everareen, everything 
speaks.of comfort and prosperity—but also of moderatio 1 and judgment. 
So perfectly adapted is Birch Grove to the conservative political personality 
of its occupant that one could imagine it was built and is maintained by 
the Conservative party for this very purpose. 

Actually it was built by the prime minister's parents, Mr. and Mrs, 
Maurice Macmillan, Or, as he has said in a light moment, “It was de- 
signed by my mother mainly. My father just paid the bills. You know what 
American women are like.” Her name was Helen Artie Belles, and she came 
from the little town of Spencer, Ind. 

Helen Belles Macmillan—*‘Nellie,” as she was called from girlhood— 
not only built Birch Grove but seems to inhabit it still. She died in 1937, 
yet every part of the place contains some souvenir of her strong personality. 
Lady Dorothy Macmillan, although she loves to garden, has made few 
changes in the landscape that her mother-in-law created, and she shows 
one around with the somewhat detached pride of a custodian: **. .. Those 
azaleas are lovely—my husband's mother put them in... . The pool was 
her idea; it had been a small pond for watering the animals when this w 
farm, and she had it rounded and cemented. She planned all this. 

The prime minister appeared from his study and soon was saying, “My 
a woman of energy and imagination and she put a lot of both 
She was quite proud of it. I'm sure her happiest times were 
here... . Perhaps you'd like to see the upstairs part... . There are some

It’s quiet and pleasant 
and I use it as a study when I'm out here.” He picked up a photograph 
from the mantelpiece, a three-quarter view of Nellie in a modish black dress 
with a bustle. **This was when she was living in Paris before she met my fa- 
ther. And this"—pointing to a picture of an elderly, dignified, gray-bearded 
man—‘‘was her father, Joshua Belles, my grandfather. He was an M.D. in 
Indiana and had gone to school there, but he came from Kentucky. I vis- 
ited his grave in Indiana two years ago, and I am going back to speak 
at his school. .

HIS week Joshua Tarleton Belles’ grandson delivers the Commence- 

ment address at DePauw University in Greencastle, Ind. Macmillan 
had been to Indiana on an earlier sentimental journey in 1956 when he 
was Chancellor of the Exchequer. Now, returning clothed in all the prestige 
of the prime ministership, he comes as the very personification of Anglo- 
American unity. Perhaps because he looks and seems so very British a great 
many people in both countries tend to forget that he is anything else. But 
he has never forgotten. When he speaks of “‘the two countries to which I 
owe, from my double family tradition, an equal loyalty,” there may be 
political hyperbole in the ‘equal loyalty,” but there is no doubt about either 
the debt or the depth of Macmillan’s feeling. He has said, *“I share with Sir 
Winston Churchill the great privilege of having had an American mother. 
He and I have often talked about what we owed to our mothers.”

Macmillan has been in office now for a year and a half and may have 
an equal time to go, since a new British general election is not required by 
law until 1960. Whether history will assign him a status in any other way 
approaching Sir Winston's it is too early to judge—but what history has 
already done is to give him the qualities which made him prime minister 
and which control his behavior in that position now. The best place to look 
for their origins is within the family, for to an unusual degree the influ- 
ences that made him what he is were family ones. 

This, then, is the story of the Macmillan family, and especially of the 
American mother “to whose devotion, love and courage,” he has said, “I 
owe everything in the world.” 


In 1849, a year when many adventurous young men were heading west 
to the California gold fields, Joshua Tarleton Belles, a tall, slim, soft-spoken 
man of 23, left Kentucky to come to Indiana. Joshua was as interested as 
anyone in the news of gold, but he wanted to be a doctor, and in Indianapo- 
lis a new medical school was being opened as part of Indiana Asbury Uni- 
versity (forerunner of today’s DePauw). The school turned out to be a 
short-lived enterprise. It closed in only four years but not before it had grad- 
uated 40 M.D.s, among them Joshua in 1851. 

The year earlier he had met and married a big-eyed girl named Julia Reid, 
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daughter ofa family which had set- 
tled in Indianapolis from New 
England. During the next dozen 
years they were to have five chil- 
dren, but only one survived. This 
was Helen Artie, known as **Nel- 
lie,” born on August 20, 1856. 

Nellie was to keep only a few 
misty memories of her mother, 
for Julia herself died when the girl 
was only 6. Dr. Belles soon mar- 
ried again and had four children 
by his second wife, with the con- 
sequence that Harold Macmillan 
has several American half cousins. 

In the same year as the new mar- 
riage Dr. Belles moved to Spen- 
cer, a pretty village of some 600 
population, set in amongst the roll- 
ing hills and woods and glens that 
still make that part of Indiana a 
lovely place. Here Nellie passed 
her childhood and most of her girlhood, and it was Spencer that she 
always thought of as home and to which her memories often returned. 

Nellie had great natural vivacity and was brimming with interest in 
life. She had a good voice and very early was showing it off in the choir 
of the Methodist church, Asa child she went to the one-room, red brick 
schoolhouse in Spencer, but in her teens Joshua sent her to Miss Henrietta 
Coglan’s finishing school for girls in Indianapolis, where she acq 
the ‘classical education” appropriate for young ladies. She spent her 
summers in Spencer and enjoyed the lively social life of the town, which 
was growing fast. In later years she used to tell about the gay balls and 
lantern-lit garden parties she attended. She had many girl friends and 
several beaus. Soon she fell in love with one of them, a young Indianap- 
olis artist named John Bayliss Hill, and in 1874 she married him. She was 
then 18. 

Within a year her husband died. Fora while she stayed in Indianapolis 
at the home of Mrs. Zerelda Sanders Wallace, a family friend. During 
the next few years she lived between there and her father’s house in 
Spencer, “helping out” at both places and keeping up with her music. 
Then came the decisive event of her life, the chance to go to Paris to 
study singing. 

“Knowing my mother’s ardent temperament and great sense of adven- 
ture,” Harold Macmillan hi id, ‘1 am not surprised that she seized an 
opportunity which offered itself to go.” With a little money she had 
inherited from her husband and some help from her father and the 
Wallace family, she was able to make the journey. 

For anyone interested in the arts, no place could have been more ex- 
citing than Paris in these years. The great impressionists were just 
beginning to attract notice, and in music as well there was an atmosphere 
of freshness and challenge. Nellie, with her cheerful self-assurance and 
her friendliness, soon made herself a part of this scene. She grew to know 
many of the leading painters, writers and musicians; she took up sculp- 
ture as well as singing; she studied French until she was completely 
fluent and could make money doing translations. She stayed on in Paris 
for several years—and one day, through mutual friends, she met a tall, 
attractive visitor named Maurice Macmillan, He was a schoolmaster, 
a classics teacher at England’s fa- 
mous old St. Paul's school for 
boys. But he was interested in mu- 
sic also and had come to Paris on 
his vacation to study. 


In the book-lined library at 
Birch Grove House, Harold Mac- 
millan sat in a big easy chair and 
let his mind drift back over the 
decades to the formative years of 
his life. ‘*Of course, in those days 
the position of parents was a bit 
different. They were in authority 
and did not talk much about them- 
selves to their children, and chil- 
dren did not usually ask, so there 
are many things about my parents’ 
lives that I never knew. But in gen- 
eral, in their personalities and ap- 
proach to living, they were quite un- 
like each other. And I suppose I 
owe dissimilar things to them. My

father was rather retiring and in- 
trospective; he was an intellectual 
person with a gentle and modest 
nature. My mother was an exceed- 
ingly vigorous and outgoing per- 
sonality, with much charm. She 
liked to have a lot of people 
around and she liked to join and 
organize and build, She enjoyed 
all that. She was fearless and had 
great determination and power of 
concentration. She was very spir- 
ited person. 

“As for what I think I may see of 
them in myself, I have never liked 
the rougher side of politics. Often 
I've been repelled, in starting offfor 
some meeting, at the thought of 
the heckling and din and the hay- 
ing to attack and defend and all 
the rest of it that is part of a cam- 
paign. But I used to think to my- 
self, ‘My mother would know how to do this, or she would approve of 
my doing it,’ and this would make it easier. 1 doubt that I would have 
gone into public life except for her influence. 

“But I think that for anyone charged with public duty, the other qual- 
ity is just as important. One needs the active characteristics in order to 
win office and to carry out policies, but the inner, contemplative ones 
are necessary for the wisdom to make the good policies. What I have 
of that part, I should think I owe largely to my father.” 


The father’s family 


AURICE MACMILLAN was the son of Daniel Macmillan, who in 

turn was the son of a farmer from the isle of Arran near Scot- 
land. Apprenticed to a book seller on the mainland, Daniel had gone 
on to acquire a bookstore of his own and finally to become a book pub- 
lisher, The great growth of Macmillan & Co. Ltd.—destined to be one 
of the world’s largest book publishers—was still in the future when 
Nellie and Maurice were married, but already it was thriving, and the 
circumstances are important enough to be worth relating. 

The first successful Macmillan bookstore, which Daniel ran with the 
help of his younger brother, Alexander, was in Cambridge, and the first 
books they published were textbooks. But the great early impetus to the 
publishing end of the business was from two novels. These came along 
asa result of the brothers’ involvement in Christian Socialism, a move- 
ment which aimed to bring Christian ethics into government and indus- 
try. The Macmillans, raised as Presbyterians, had joined the Anglican 
Church partly because of a book by the Rey. Frederick Maurice. Upon 
meeting him in person they formed such an admiration that they were 
converted to the Christian Socialist ideas he held. 

When Daniel and Alexander branched into publishing, the Rev. Mr. 
Maurice was among their first authors, and before long he was joined by 
two Christian Socialist disciples, the Rev. Charles Kingsley and Thomas 
Hughes. Kingsley, noted for his theological writings, proceeded to write 
one of the most celebrated of English novels, Westward Ho! Hughes, a 
lawyer, tried his hand at a nostalgic boyhood story and produced Tom 
Brown's School Days, one of the 
great popular successes of all time. 

This occurred in the 1850s when 
Maurice Macmillan (named for his 
reverend godfather) was still a 
small child. Daniel barely lived to 
see these triumphs, for he died in 
early middle age, and Alexander 
loyally raised Maurice and his two 
brothers and sister as his own chil- 
dren. Alexander's business judg- 
ment proved as good as his heart. 
The firm prospered, adding such 
names as Tennyson and Herbert 
Spencer to its lists, and by the time 
Maurice had reached manhood it 
was securely established in London 
as one of the prominent publish- 
inghouses. Maurice could of course 
have joined it any time he wanted 
to, but his interests were scholar- 
ly, and a brilliant record in classi- 
cal studies at Cambridge led him 
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naturally into teaching. He was 30 years old, and seemingly commit- 
ted to teaching as a lifelong career, when he and Nellie met. 

But Nellie was not meant to be a schoolmaster’s wife. With her rest- 
less vitality and imagination she welcomed a larger arena than the 
campus. Before their marriage in 1884, Maurice joined the publishing 
company, where his older brother Frederick and his cousin George 
had already taken over a good part of the operations from the aging 
Alexander. The rest of Maurice's life was spent there and he proved 
well suited to it. Specializing in the textbook end, he was chiefly 
responsible for building this into an extraordinarily large and profit- 
able part of the business. 

He and Nellie settled in London, with c untry weekends often at 
Knapdale, Alexander's fine old manor house in the suburb of Upper 
Tooting. She was easily accepted into the family, Her French years 
gave her an advantage with Alexander's second wife, a Frenchwoman 
named Emma Pignatel, whom he had married after being widowed, 

while the fact that she was an American 
was an asset in Alexander's eyes. In a letter 
to a friend he once exclaimed, “America! 
a" the land of life, of liberty, the hope of 
the world. . ..”" Frederick, who had spent

Nellie soon acclimatized herself to English life and was active in 
the social pursuits and committees and charities which, as the wife of 
a prominent publisher, it was appropriate for her to patronize. She 
never forgot Indiana, however, and she was able to make two visits 
there. The first time, in 1887, three years after the wedding, Maurice 
went along to meet his father-in-law and to be shown off to her old 
friends. They made a romantic and fairly dazzling impression in 
Spencer. Maurice, it is remembered, was handsome and dignified. His 
tall silk hat attracted special attention, and it was reported by the 
maid at the Belles house that he put his boots outside the bedroom 
door each night, which mystified her until she learned that she was 
supposed to polish them. Nellie made her homecoming in a dark red 
dress which set off her dark hair and eyes, and also wore a high- 
crowned hat with a long plume trailing down behind. Joshua Belles,

by then past 60, lived up to the occasion by inviting the whole of 
Spencer and Owen County to a gala reception. His own home being 
inadequate, he arranged to use a nearby house which gloried in a 
double parlor and a piano. 

Afterward Nellie and Maurice visited Indianapolis where, among 
other honors, they were guests on “*President’s Day” at the Women’s 
Club. The minutes report that after the toasts and greetings from 
members, ‘Mrs. Maurice Macmillan of London then entertained the 
club with readings and joined Mr. Macmillan in two duets.” She came 
home again alone the year of Harold’s birth to see her father one more 
time. Although this was her last visit, she kept up correspondence 
with friends for many years, and the occasional visitor to London 
from her part of Indiana was always a welcome guest at her home. 
She liked to take them to see the Macmillan office, where they were in- 
vited to pick out a book or two as souvenirs, which both she and 
Maurice then autographed. 

The double autographing symbolized a condition, not a preten- 
sion, Nellie was interested in business, had an excellent head for it 
and in the informal family councils where the firm's plans were 
evolved she acquired powerful influence. This was increased still more 
when, as a patroness of a boys’ school, she kept an eye out for the 
brightest students as potential Macmillan employes. In the end a large 
portion of the staff was made up of men who had been her pro- 
tégés, and she came to the office often to check up on their progress 
and to make sure they were doing their work and behaving them- 
seives. (The young ones, when leaving the place at closing time, were 
to walk together in pairs, the better to resist temptation from unvir- 
tuous women they might encounter.) Her attitude had nothing to do 
with “feminism.” On the contrary she felt that women had no place 
in business and that a woman's greatest pleasure and highest duty 
was to comfort, encourage and advise men, particularly, of course, 
her own husband and sons. She never stinted in her advic

ELLIE did not believe in ostentation. She was very cautious with 

money and indeed she used to remind her family, “That's what 
made, the Macmillans—being very, very careful.” To save money, 
Maurice’s linens and most of the children’s clothing were made at 
home. She kept the keys to the pantry and portioned out food to the 
cook according to a daily menu she wrote on a slate. Nothing was 
wasted and nothing useful ever was thrown away. By 1906, however, 
she and Maurice had saved enough so that she felt justified in adding 
a house in the country to their comforts, and it was then that Birch 
Grove was bought. It was a far different place than it became: an old 
and chronically damp farm manor house. But Nellie improved it with 
inexpensive touches and made it a pleasant place for holidays. They 
all enjoyed it, Maurice not least, for he loved to bicycle, and he spent 
many happy hours and days on solitary tours through the pretty 
Sussex countryside. 

Harold was 12 then, and already Nellie’s special hopes had begun 
to center on him. She was decidedly ambitious for the three boys, and 
she insisted not only that they have the best in schooling (they learned 
French in the nursery) and in opportunities of every kind, but that 
they give the best of themselves to whatever they did. Consequently 
there was always an air of purpose in the house. Not of solemnity— 
there were jokes and high spirits and vehement family debates, en- 
couraged by Maurice, on socialism and Darwin's theory and similar 
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WEDDING of Macmillan and Lady Dorothy Cavendish took place in 
London in 1920, He was aide to her father, Canada’s governor general, 
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topics of the day. But hard work was so much the rule that even on 
holidays the boys had to put in a stiff regular quota of time on their 
schoolbooks. 

All were bright, but their personalities and abilities differed. 
iel, much like his father, was reserved and shy and his interests were 
intellectual ones, Arthur, the second son, wi sweet-natured but 
rather delicate boy who had to be kept at home a good deal with 
tutors. Harold—as Nellie’s loving but appraising eye could not miss 
—seemed to be exceptionally well balanced emotionally and to have 
both an ingrained conscientiousness and an excellent mind, A boy- 
hood friend remembers: “His character didn’t ‘develop,’ it merely 
deepened. He’s always been calm—I hear he has a temper but I've 
never seen him lose it—and intelligent and courageous. There was a 
shrewdness about him then, too, a cool down-to-earth way of calcu- 
lating things, that I suppose he got from his mother,” 

The great expectations began to be justified when Harold won a 
scholarship to Eton. After a brilliant scholastic record there he went 
on as an “Exhibitioner,” a form of scholarship, to Oxford's Balliol 
College. /sis, the undergraduate magazine, commenting on his per- 
formance in the Oxford Union, called him ‘‘quite the most polished 
orator in the Union, perhaps just a little too polished.” 

Accepted into the fashionable Grenadier Guards when the war 
came, he rose to the rank of captain. He was wounded three times, 
most seriously when he was trapped in no man’s land and had to wait 
12 hours for medical corpsmen to reach him. With his men dead all 
around him, he pulled himself into a shell hole and whiled away the 
hours by reading a copy, which he happened to have in his rucksack, 
of the plays of Aeschylus in the original Greek. Invalided out and 
sent toa military hospital in England, he was getting worse instead of 
better when Neilie arrived on the scene. “My mother had no respect 
for generals,” he recalls, “‘and especially British generals. She was 
always extremely proud of having had an ancestor on her mother’s 
side who signed the Declaration of Independence. By ignoring rank 
and by sheer will power she got me out of that hospital and put me 
into a better one, and probably saved my life.”” 

After the war he returned to Oxford to study classics, and then 
went out to Canada as aide-de-camp to the governor general, the 
Duke of Devonshire. And there he fell in love with the duke’s hand- 
some second daughter, Lady Dorothy Cavendish. They were married 
in London in 1920 in a ceremony attended by scores of noble con- 
nections of the bride’s, including the dowager queen, Alexandra. 

The scene impressed but did not awe Nellie. She had always felt 
more admiration for the man who rose by his own abilities than for 
any aristocrat. This was the idea that had made America a great 
country, she liked to point out, and it had made the Macmillans too. 
Still, the advantages of the match were crystal clear to her. As a rela- 
tive has said, ‘‘She wasn’t a snob, but she was right pleased when her 
promising son married the daughter of a duke.” 

Harold came into the publishing business directly after the mar- 
riage. He has never left it, actually, although during his service in the 
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government he necessarily has been detached from it. Gradually he 
took over more and more of the business and financial side of the 
company. He did much to expand the textbook business and to de- 
velop the foreign branches. As an editor he tended to specialize in 
books on politics and economics and social theory. 

His personal views on these matters were, for want of a better po- 
litical label, Conservative, and when he ran for Parliament in 1923 
it was with the auspices of that party, although at heart he was a 
reformer. Defeated on his first try in the rugged shipyard and foundry 
district of Stockton-on-Tees that he was bold enough to contest, he 
ran again in the same district in the 1924 general election, and that 
time—with Lady Dorothy canvassing energetically among the work- 
ers’ wives—he went to Parliament. 

Nellie was 68 years old when this happened. Her sons were all 
grown men, and in general terms their futures were not hard to sur- 
mise. Daniel, the eldest, had gone into the business after Oxford and 
distinguished himself as an editor, and in the natural course of things 
some day would be the head of the firm (as he is). He had been 
married for some time, but had no children, Arthur had become 
a barrister, He married much later but also had no children. Har- 
old and Dorothy, on the other hand, had already produced a son, 
who was named Maurice, and the first of the three daughters who 
were to follow. With a young family they would have good use for 
a country place, 

But also, in that connection, there was Harold’s new status as a 
member of Parliament to think about. He liked politics and seemed 
to have the attributes that make for political success. A country 
house, a place where one could invite a few well-chosen weekend 
guests, for good talk and some drinks in a relaxed atmosphere, could 
be extremely useful to a rising politician. Birch Grove's location was 
ideal, being definitely rural yet only a few hours’ drive from London. 
But the old house, which had been good enough for the family’s own 
holiday use, was an inadequate setting for such a purpose. Nellie hes- 
itated only briefly. Then in 1926 she tore the original building down 
and started work on the present mansion. 


Nellie’s new house 


HE planned and supervised the new place in every detail from 

chimney pots to the cornerstone, which was laid ceremonially by 
her little grandson Maurice, age 5. Everything was of the very best 
materials, for she believed that quality paid in the long run, but she 
counted each penny and knew where it went. With her business in- 
stincts honed to a fine edge, she personally bought the marble mantel- 
pieces, the roof tiles, the fine flooring and all the rest of it, and hired 
the workmen and checked their progress. 

The end result pleased her immeasurably. Having created Birch 
Grove, she became somewhat fanatical about protecting it and spent 
a good deal of time manipulating the drapes to keep the sun from 
fading the rugs, closing the windows if it looked like rain, and mak- 
ing sure that the grandchildren stayed off the main hall stairway with 
their potentially muddy shoes and unreliable small hands. For al- 
though the house was Harold’s or at least was to become his—that 
was understood in advance—she and Maurice lived there also, and 
inevitably she dominated the new environment as she had the old. 
Lady Dorothy had the benefit of her constant advice, particularly as 
to the amount and kind of entertaining which could best help Har- 
old’s career, 

Despite all Nellie’s efforts to smooth the way, that career followed 
a rocky course that must sometimes have disconcerted her. Defeated 
and out of Parliament in 1929, elected again in 1931, he returned to 
become a vehement critic of his own party, which he felt was much 
too conservative in its handling of depression problems. Under the 
gloss acquired from Eton, Oxford, the Guards and the ducal in- 
laws, there remained a large legacy from the Christian Socialism of 
Daniel and Alexander, and from the straightforward political and 
social democracy of Nellie’s Indiana. Calling the Conservative lead- 
ers ‘‘a bench of disused slag heaps,” he demanded a progressive cap- 
italism or even perhaps ‘‘a synthesis of capitalist and socialist the- 
ory.” Through the whole Baldwin-Chamberlain era of the 1930s, in 
fact, he was a dissenter. Not until a fellow dissenter, Winston Church- 
ill, came to power was he given the first of his long series of respon- 
sible offices. Never from either Nellie or Maurice was there a sugges- 
tion in favor of expediency. ‘They both had an inflexible morality,” 
Harold Macmillan has said. ‘They believed in right and wrong and 
that one had the duty to speak out about them. The truth was sacred. 
My mother was absolutely relentless about it; she could excuse al- 
most anything as long as you told the truth. 

Ten years were to elapse between the building of the new Birch 
Grove House and the death of Macmillan’s father, and in the main 
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they were happy and useful ones. Macmillan & Co. had grown to be 
one of the world’s largest book publishers, and the family felt a 
natural pride in the fine reputation the firm enjoyed. Nellie, with 
her strong dynastic sense, took an increasingly deep interest in young 
Maurice, her only grandson and the only male in the line of succes- 
sion from the elder Daniel. When he was about 10 she began to talk 
to him seriously about his future, and when later he went off to 
Eton she wrote long letters to him regularly. 

Maurice, now a handsome and pleasant man of 37, a director of 
Macmillan and a member of Parliament, remembers: ‘*She didn't 
deliver moral admonitions, because it went without saying that she 
expected me not to gamble or drink or anything as wicked as that. It 
was mostly a matter of impressing me with my responsibilities toward 
my father and grandfather and great-grandfather and the company 
they had built and the traditions and so forth, Her advice centered 
around how I should equip myself to carry on, such as that I should 
study hard and get the habit of hard work and should avoid marry- 
ing and having a family too soon because that might ‘burden’ me.” 
(He married early, to the Honorable Katherine Ormsby-Gore, daugh- 
ter of Lord Harlech, and is the father of four boys and a girl.) He 
remembers his grandfather as ‘‘a kind, sweet old fellow who never 
seemed to lose his temper and who kept disappearing on his bicycle, 
dressed in tweed jacket and knickerbockers. He loved and admired my 
grandmother but she exhausted him; he couldn't take much of her 
at a time. His refuge was silence and the bicycle. I had a cycle too 
and we used to ride along on little trips together.” 

The elder Maurice died in 1936, at 83, of the general infirmities of 
age. The end came slowly, and there was nothing that Nellie and the 
family could do but wait. One day she came across a thick manu- 
script that Harold had been too busy to read and to distract herself 
began to look through it. It was an American novel, a story of the 
Civil War and Reconstruction days, and she became steadily more 
engrossed. It brought back so many memories from her own girlhood 
days in Indiana, she told Harold, and it all was vivid and true. Mac- 
millan certainly ought to publish it. The American branch had 
world rights, but the question was, would a big, expensive book on 
such a specifically American theme sell in England? Nellie was sure 
it would, and mainly on her insistence a British edition was published. 
The book, one of the all-time best-sellers for Macmillan or anyone 
else, was Gone with the Wind. 

On the lawn at Birch Grove there was a little summerhouse, a 
round structure set on a pivot so that an open side could be turned 
to catch the sun. It was a favorite spot of Nellie’s, where she could 
watch her family and their friends on the tennis court or the bowling 
lawn, or just sit with a cup of tea and enjoy the lovely view over the

On a summer day the year after Maurice’s death she was 
sitting quietly there, lost in her thoughts, when suddenly Hobbs, the 
family chauffeur and general factotum, noticed an unnatural slump 
to her shoulders and a queer fixity to her eyes. She was unconscious. 
He carried her to the house and laid her on a couch, and after a bit 
she awakened. She had had a mild stroke. She was recovering enough 
to be up and around when, about a month after the first, there was 
a second stroke. Again she revived, but now she needed someone in 
attendance when walking from one room to another. To a woman of 
her spirit, it was irksome to be dependent in such a way. One day she 
tried it by herself and fell, bruising her head and breaking bones 
in her shoulders and hip. She sank into a half coma and there was 
no doubt that she was dying. 

But she did not die yet. Harold was on a business trip to the U.S. 
In a last triumph of will, she held on until he could hurry back to 
London and to her bedside at Birch Grove. 

Then, on Oct. 26, 1937, Nellie Macmillan, Helen Artie Belles of 
Indiana, died and was buried by her husband’s side in a quiet coun- 
try churchyard in Sussex. 


As Prime Minister Harold Macmillan takes the rostrum this week in 
Greencastle, Ind., and later visits President Eisenhower in the White 
House, Americans will be encountering a personality which in many 
outward aspects is as remote from their own conception of political 
leadership as Oxford is from DePauw. With his rather old-fashioned 
elegance and somewhat languid manner, his easy scholarship and wit, 
Macmillan gives the appearance of being far better adapted to the 
genteel world of the 19th Century novelists than to the rough world 
of 20th Century politics. 

But beneath the elegance there is, in fact, a sinewy mental tough- 
ness, and beneath the relaxed manner are tenacity, imagination and 
tireless energy. There is rigid personal honor, and a deep commit- 
ment to truth and justice and social welfare as he sees them. Beneath 
the smooth composure he is weighted with conscience. And these 
are qualities which were bred into him. 

They have served England in the many offices he has held. And in 
a world in which the Anglo-American alliance seems increasingly to 
be the only element of stability, one of the few reliable hopes for the 
future, they are also serving the U.S. ‘‘Our two countries,” he has 
said, ‘‘or what I would dare to call both my countries.”
